The elevator combine, which has milked 
the farmer of millions of dollars in by- 
gone years, ig beaten. These millionaires, 
headed by Armour, have no wheat for sale. 
They sold all they could find itn the coun- 
try to Leiter in December and now they are 
standing around and watching the young 
novice make millions without their aid and 
against their policy. Leiter remains dic- 
tator in the local market. 

The local stocks of wheat showed no 
signs of shipments and aggregated 9,979,- 
000 bushels, Aside from his control of cash 
wheat, Leiter is credited with having 
bought 10,000,000 bushels of May wheat. 

Authorities who claim to have a knowl- 
edge of Leiter's movements and plans 
say he is not anxious to send up the price 
of January wheat, but that he hopes to 
bring May wheat up to $1.23 a bushel. It 
requires only a slight effort to send up 
the price of January wheat.

The Killing of Aranguren May 
Prove Costly to Spain. 


ALL CUBANS ARE AROUSED. 


THE MURDER OF SLEEPING WOM- 
EN BY SOLDIERS CONDEMNED 
ON ALL SIDES. 


DETAILS OF THE SLAUGHTER. 


The Young Rebel Chief Had Become 
Dear to All His Ccuntrymen and 
His Death Is Sure to Be 
Avenged.

HAVANA, Jan. 2.—The killing of Gen. 
Aranguren has aroused much excitement 
in Havana. The death of Maria Sarsa, the 
woman he was with at the time, is severely 


censured on all sides. 
The shooting through a frail hut known 
to contain a woman without challenge or 


ants has by its savagery lost Blanco all 
the ground Spain gained by the revulsion 
of feeling over the killing of Col. Ruiz by 


Aranguren. 
Aranguren and an escort of eight men 
the bi- 
weekly mail at a point near the railroad. It 
was about 12 o'clock. All were inside the 
hut, and Aranguren had just told them of 
a meditated attack on the place. When the 
first scattering volley crashed through the 
thin walls there were inside also Ensebio 
Sarso, his daughter, Maria, and sister, Rita. 
Maria was shot twice through the intes- 
tines and died an hour later. It ig reported 


with Aranguren’s revolver. The two chil- 


Aranguren and one other insurgent were 


others were captured. 

After the firing the dying Maria was 
put into a hammock strung on poles and 
carried toward Camp Florido. All the bodies 


were carried in that way. 

Aranguren’s body was brought by rail 
to Havana. The bodies of the others were 
left at Campo Florido. 

Great crowds followed the soldiers car- 
rying the litter, with a platoon ahead and 
one behind. The news spread like lightning, 
and in the public morgue there were more 
Cubans than Spaniards to view the body. 

Spanish officers all praised the assassina- 
tion. One told me that Aranguren was a4 
day laborer before the war and that he 
had on the boots of his murdered friend 
Ruiz. Neither of these things ‘s true. 

Arangurn was a graduate of Escolapios 
College and before the war was an assis- 
tant to the ill-fated Ruiz. The boots, or 
leggings rather, were sent him from 
Havana. A _ spirit of revenge probably 
prompted the Palace statements. é Im- 
mense crowds viewed the body. Nearly 
every Havana volunteer looked at the man 
they had disobeyed Blanco in refusing to 
fight. 

Tet. Parrado courteously allowed burial 
in the family vault. he body was car- 
ried to the cemetery !n an ordinary coach, 
guarded by six mounted police to prevent 
possible disorder. From his constant ac- 
tivity, the name of the young rebel chief 
had become a household word in Havana 
and dear to most Cubans. His death, had 
it been in a civilized way, would have been 
worth more to Spain than three hundred 
surrenders of such Cubans as the Cuevo 
brothers or Masso. Lieut.-Col. Avalos will 
take Aranguren’s place.

Just as Aranguren’s body was lifted into 
the carriage, the United States ship Maine 
commenced saluting Parrado’s official visit, 
and so the American gun saluted at the 
same time a live Spanish General and a 
dead Cuban Colonel.

Roy Shumway Says Madison Started 
the Opposition, but the Syndicate 
Is Satisfied to Await the 
New Law’s Passage.

The attempt to open a poolroom in Den- 
verside Addition to East St. Louis by a Bt. 
Louls syndicate Saturday proved a flash in 


the pan. 
State's Attorney Martin D. Baker was 


ready to put his foot down on the law- 
breakers before the close of the selling of 
the first New Orleans race. He waited un- 
t!l the. business opened and then gave it a 


solar plexus knockout. 

About the middle of last week the State's 
Attorney learned that the St. Louls ‘‘eyn- 
dicate’ had leased a frame bullding at the 
eastern terminus of the Broadway trolley 
line for 8 days for the purpose of selling 
pools on San Francisco and New Orleans 
races. He so informed Sheriff Phillip 
Rhein at Belleville. 

Saturday came and go did a huge crowd of 
West Side sports. 

The poolroom was in a fifty-foot lichen 
frame concern, located itn the rear of a 
ealoon at+Fireworks Station, six miles east 
of the Mississippi River, in the midst of a 
swamp. 

Aside from the fireworks plant, where 
there ia an expected explosion of materials 
on an average of once or twice annually, 
there are a'x small houses in the villa. 

Five of the houses shelter saloons, 

The poolroom was a summer dancehall. 
The orchestra stand used in the summer 
months was not disturbed. Rough wooden 
benches for weary ‘‘raggers'’ were allowed 
to remain. 

Of course there was a bar, a cheap, 
painted pine counter, about 2 feet long, lo- 
cated behind a huge soft coal stove, the 
legs of which consisted of a pile of brick- 
bats.

Loses His Suit. 


VERDICT FOR THE REPUBLIC. 


HE WAS ACCUSED OF LOBBYING 
AGAINST THE CIVIC FEDERA- 
TION SCHOOL REFORM LAW.

JURY OUT BUT TWO HOURS. 


Recent Corrupt Practices at Jefferson 
City Are Brought Out by the 
Witnesses Placed Under 
Oath in Court. 


The $30,000 libel suit of Charles B. Stark 
against the publishers of the St. Louls Re- 
public was decided against the plaintiff by 
a jury in Judge Spencer’s court late yester- 
day afternoon. 

<he case was called last Tuesday, laid 
over until Wednesday, and since then has 
attracted the keenest public interest. This 
was on account of the revelations developed 
by the testimony as to attempted bribery 
and corruption at Jefferson City last win- 


ter. 

Charles B. Stark was the attorney of the 
St. Louls School Board, and had been for 
nine consecutive years An impression 
amounting to definite cunclusion had taken 
hold of the public mind that the BC hool 
board, as constituted up to the spring 
1897, was corrupt, and wasteful of 
school funds. This impression took 
form of an open denunciation of the school 
board’s methods, and resulted tn the dratft- 
ing of what was known as the Civic bed- 

eration bill, by a committee of eminent 
lawyers and educators. 

The purpose of the bill waa to abolish 
the board in toto, and re-elect another on an 
entirely new basis, hedged in by striccer 
safeguards, designed to advance the 
est of the public schoois. 

There was no organized opposition to the 
reform bill. except’ by the members of the 
board. and its attorney, Charles B. Stark. 

Stark spent ten days at various times in 
Jefferson City fighting the bill. 

In March, near the close of 
the Republic published an editorial, 
ing that Stark was at the head of a cor- 
rupt Filley lobby at Jefferson City to de- 
feat the reform school bill. The Republic 
containing the editorial attack on Stark 
reached Jefferson City early in the day of 
its publication. 

Stark at once telegraphed his attorney, 
Chester H. Krum, to demand an uncondi- 
tiona] retraction from the publishers by 3 
p. m. the following day, and if it was not 
forthcoming to file sult. 

The publishers flatly refused to retract or 
modify the editorial comments on Stark, 
and a few hours later Judge Krum filed the 
suit in the Circuit Court, asking $30,000 
damages. 

The Republic accepted the gage of 
battle, and started out to prove its allega- 
tions. The special committee, appointed by 
by the Legislature to investigate the 
charges of bribery and corruption in re- 
gard to the School Board biil during the 
recess, and which traveled nearly all over 
the State last summer, collecting evidence 
strengthened the Republic’s charges and 
acted as a powerful aid to its defense. 

The Republic’s attorneys were Fred W. 
Lehmann and ex-Assistant Attorney-Gen- 
eral Morton Jourdan. 

Attorney Krum laid special stress on the 
words ‘‘a corrupt Filley lobby, ” claiming 
that the coupling of dg 3 s name with the 
conduct of any man at that juncture in the 
city’s affairs meant to heap odium on him 
both personally and officially. 

Attorney Lehmann, in reply, said that he 
was not prepared to defend any person or 
Filley either, from such a charge, but he 
attached no significance to the epithet that 
was deemed so opprobrious. The reply of 
the defense was that the charges ugainst 
Stark were true and would be proved. 

As the trial proceeded the stormy and 
tainted career of the old School Board 
were reviewed, and that carried with it a 
review of Stark's official action as its legal 
adviser. Stark said up to the t.me of the 
abolitiou of the old board he had been its 
attorney since 1890. He had been elected 
as a Democrat, and though the board had 
become almost solidly Republican he was 
still retained as its: legal adviser. 

Reference was made to special School 
Board election in 1896 to fill the vacancy 
caused by the resignation of Director Diek- 
mann. Under Stark's advice the board re- 
fused to call a spec.al election. It was or- 
dered by the mandamus from the Supreme 
Court to call the election, but appointed 
all Republicans as election officers. The 
Supreme Court ordered that the election 
officers must be drawn equally from the 
two political parties. The board treated 
this order with contempt and nine of them 
were arrested, taken to Jefferson City and 
sent to jail for ten days for contempt. 
One of the deepest stabs at Stark was 
when he was made to admit that in prior 
vears he had gone to Jefferson City to lob- 
by for special School Board legislation. A 
notable instance was in 18983, when he had 
a bill passed to increase the school tax. 
He put in a bill for $9000 for this service, 
and the School Directors allowed $5000. He 
objected to the committee's finding, and 
between them they selected Judge J. H. 
Seddon, Judge Henry 8S. Priest and A. N. 
Berry as arbitrators. The arbitrators. de- 
cided against his claim in full. As the at- 
torney of the School Board at a salary of 
$2500 a year laimed the $9000 for pro- 
fessional services.

BY A FORMER SLAVE. 


OSEPH COPELAND has 
been a slave in four 
different Southern 

States. He was taken up te 
the homes of the striking 
weavers in New Bedford, 
and in response to various 
questions made the state- 
ment that follows. This ex- 
siave is & years old 
and lives at No, 23% Sullivan 
treet, New York City: 


“Tl was born tn slavery in Kings County, Virginia, 
in 1843, on the cotton and tobacco plantation of 
James Seaborn., 
mother and I were sold by my first master. 
our new owner, who was also a planter, named 
Monroe Fox, we went to South Carolina. 

“I ran away before I had been six weeks in my 
new place, because I wanted to find my mother. 
I had been a fugitive only two weeks when I was 
caught. 

“Every chance I got I ran away again, and each 
time I was caught and taken back. 

“T was a slave in Georgia, Carolina, Virginia and 
Tennessee, and I have seen how the slaves were 
trated in different places,

These conditions are destructive to a large 
number of operatives, and “mill sickness”’ 
is well defined among doctors in manufac- 
turing towns.

Waited outside the Chace mill in Fall River

The first two women to whom [ ‘apoke 
were not weavers. To the third, a young 
woman alone, I described my necessity to 
learn some trade, and insisted I must try 
weaving. After demurring that weaving 
wouldn't be much use to me for some time 
if the strike came to Fall River, she sald: 
“Well, come on, I'll try you to-day. Per- 
haps you can find somebody to-mor- 
row.”’ 

Following her, I stepped inside the doors 
and into the weaveroom. It was lighted by 
single gas jets at intervals, placed at arm's 
length above the looms. 

When the machinery. e6tarts it 
big clatter, as if it were rattling all the 
boltea and every separate piece of iron. Then 
gan to vibrate. All this changed 
to a sudden crashing, banging that meant 
business. The myriad belts running to the 
loome began to move. More than a hun- 
drei hands moved over 900 levera and the 
weaveroom was in operation.

This is the process to which the con- 
fession of the machine firm refers when it 
says that “weavers on common looms choke 
their lungs with cotton fiber,”” and “the 
health ts undermined.’’ No matter if the 
filling on the bobbin is of all colors of the 
rainbow, the same kiss has to be used. 
“The effect is more or less poisonous,’’ says 
the confession, “in that case.” 

In one day an eight-loom weaver ex- 
pects to thread about 1000 shuttles, 1000 in- 
spirations loaded with lint or cotton fiber to 
fill the lungs. 

I kept at it persistently and must have 
filled at least 400 during the day while I re- 
mained. Long before I quit my lungs were 
aching and my lips were swollen as if 
stung by a yellow wasp, while the tutor 
said: ‘“‘Why don't you stop and try it again 
next day?’

A man screamed and 
tumbled over. I reloaded and fired again. 
Another man fell dead in his tracks. Ti

When the two men were killed the reat of the 
gang jumped on their horses and rode away, 
leaving the two dead men on the ground 
where they had fallen. Without waiting 
to see what would be done about it my 
cousin and I mounted our horses and rode 
away. This is why our stay in Texas wae 
not prolonged. We returned to Kentucky 
and went to making whisky again in Pu- 


laski County. Occasionally we were capt- 


ured, and served terms in jail, but in the - 


majority of instances I was able to beat the 
cases, and they could not hold me We 
had stijle located in almost every section 
of the county, and the revenue officers 
would hunt us out. Often I had to leave 
the State and live somewhere else until that 
session ®f the court was ov 
all over the South and operated stilis in 
Tennessee, Georgia, North Carolina, Florida, 
Miss!ssippi and Arkansas. I have been shot 
so often by revenue officers that there is 
hardly a portion of my body that does not 
bear a scar. Only a day or two ago Dr. J, 
M. Buschmeyer, the Government physician 
at the jail here, dug out two buckshot that 
had been in my back for 12 years. They 
did not hurt me, but I felt chem there, and 
I have always wanted to have them out out, 
but have never had the time to do so before, 

“The last time I was arrested was in 
Pulaski County, where I was found in @ 
still with a man named Frank Rainwater. 
I had met him near-by and he asked me te 
go to the still with him that he might get 
a drink. I have worked in whisky all my 
life, but I have never even tasted the stuff, 
The officers caught us In the stil] and we 
got six months each. Marshal John Will 
Collier was the leader of the posse that 
It is the only time I was ever inno- 
cent when I was arrested. Rainwater 
served twelve days of his sentence in the 
jail them made his escape. I 
was out on bond at the time, having asked 
for a new trial, and I visited him at Meride- 
lan, Miss., My term will be out 
soon, and then I will go before the Come 
missioner and take the Insolvent debtor's 
This will let me out of the $0 fine 
Yes, 
I expect I will go back to the hille and 
make more whisky. There is nothing else 
for me to do, because I do not know how 
to do anything else.” 

Ex-Deputy United States Marshal Me- 
Donald said the man who was shot by 
Muse in Casey County died from blood 
poisoning shortly afterward, but a case 
could not be made out against Muse and 
he was never arrested for the crime.

So the letters were sent North, and were handed 
to Robert Jiogarth Mrs. Patrick, 

Owing to a combination of circumstances the let- 
ters were lying about unexamined for many years 
while Mr. Hogarth was traveling in the Indies and 
Central and South America. Not until a 
date were they carefully examined. 

Mr. Hogarth thinks that the letters would be 
highly prized by~those who wrote them or to those 
to whom they were addressed, if still living. Other- 
wise they would make valuable additions to muse- 
ums of war relics. 

Capt. Frank Scott never received the pretty let- 
ter from his Mollie which thus: “Frank— 
. Next time if you have anything to write that you 
don’t want any one to see, write it on a separate 
piece of paper. Ma asked me to read your last let- 
ter and I would not do it. She did not like it and 
said she just wanted to hear the news. I told her 
there was no news. Write the next letter so I can 
read to her if she wishes. Not that she would care, 
but I do not care about her knowing anything.” 

A gay young girl who had a good heart wrote to 
Corporal Jimmie Bloodgood, giving him a hint of 
bad news as delicately as possible: “‘We are having 
gay times in Edgefield. We have surprise parties 
about the village. One is to be at Mr. Bob Mim’s 


to-night. We are to have a tableau Monday 
night, and another one Christmas night. There 


are not many young men; we have to be young 
men, sometimes. Jimmie, the war does not keep 
people from marrying. ‘There is to be another mar- 
riage to-night week. I will tell who’s it is when 
I write to you again. I cannot tell you who it is 
until it is over. I guess you have heard before 
this time. I think they ought to put it off until the 
war is over. Jimmie, you ought to have been here 
to the hot supper. We had pig hams and turkeys 
and cakes and other good things. You ought to see 
how Yancey and one of the Charleston ladies are 
taking on. They are desperate in love with each 
other,”’ 

Poor Corporal Jimmie! 

Lottie C. H. begins a letter to Robert Dent with 
a little rhetoric—unusual in these letters—about au- 
tumn and falling leaves, but comes s00n to more 
Personal talk about Dent's mother, who has re- 
cently died. ‘“‘Sometimes,’’ she writes, “I get 
low-spirited I think I cannot live. I have three 
brothers in the war. Two are at Winchester, and 
the other has not-been heard of since the fight at 
Sharpsburg. Poor child! .I never expeect to 
him any more. He is either dead or the Yankees 
have him. Cousin Bob, I wieh I knew what I could 
Write that would interest you, but there is nothing 
interesting here. <All igs gloom and sadness, | 
thought when I commenced writing I would write 
something funny, but I feel so bad, and I guess 
you won't appreciate anything funny. All the girls 
send a heap of love to you.” 

They certainly did. There are other letters to 
Mr. Dent in the packet of faded gray and blue 
folded papers. ‘“‘Lucretia,”’ one signs herself, and 
quotes poetry. Mattie Greenwood also—but she is 
unother cousin. 

C. R. Temple writes in a beautiful copper-plate 
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hand to Sergt.-Maj. Williamson, closing: ‘Adieu, 
my dear Green, my dear brother, I might almost 
say’’—fortunately she didn’t say it—‘God bless and 
protect you and bring you safely home to those 
hearts that hold you dear!” 

lier brother? Nay, read this: “In July, while 
lying very ill myself of typhoid fever, I heard Sister 
read from the newspaper after the battles before 
Richmond: ‘J. G. Williamson mortally wounded.’ 
Her voice was arrested by the cry I involuntarily 
uttered, and during eight weeks of fever, pain and 
suffering your face was ever with'me. 

“I had nearly come to believe that you were in- 
deed fallen a sacrifice to this unholy war. Words 
are vain to express my delight when Henry Blani- 
ly told me yesterday that he had seen you in Mont- 
gomery.”’ 

Is it too late to hope that these two saw years 
of happiness after the suffering and separation? 

On Dec 4, 1862, F. S. Wood wrote to Corporal W. 
W. Richards: “I was truly sorry for you when I 
heard that you was in the hands of the enemy. 
You said you had a very hard time with them. I 
expect you did, though I think I'd rather be taken 
by the enemy than be killed or wounded, though 
it is very bad either way. lam in hopes that the 
war will close this fall. If it were to close there 
would be many a happy one.’ 

The signature of the writer is surrounded by a 
pen scroll which might mean “many kisses.’’ 
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hand corner and the mailing point written in ink 
or pencil along the top. Coming as they do from 
all portions of the Southern States one is able to 
form a very good idea of the condition of the con- 
federacy at the time they were written, which was 
in 1862. 

What could be more pathetic than this account, 
written long ago in Etonton by a wet-eyed mother 
to her soldier son? 

“I was more than glad to hear from you, for we 
most despaired, thinking you had the small-pox. 
Mark Fuller died with small-pox here at home, 

“7 must write you accurding to the request of 
Little Buddy. He died about half an hour after 
we received your letter. He asked how long it 
would be before you came home, and raised his 
hand and said: ‘Howdy, big Bud?’ and looked at 
the letter and then told us all good-bye and 
breathed his last. He is gone to Heaven, where 
there will be no war. 

Then follow a long list of sad sentences: “Mrs. 
Whitfield is dead. Dr. Herndon came home and 
died in six days. Lewis Hunt’s child is dead. Old 
Billy Garrett is dead’’—truly the reaper was busy 
in those grim, sad Years. 

Sadly disappointed must have bDeen_Harriet Shelly, 
who wrote to Abraham Darnell: “I hope~you will 
all get home before long. I understand a few min-= 
utes ago that England and France have recognized 
the independence of the South, and they was on 
their way to Washington City and Ministers from 
North and South are meeting. The paper also says 
arms are to be stacked for six months.” 

Another letter informed observer. T. F. Tignen, 
writing to his son, said: “Il am of the opinion that 
we have not yet reached the culminating point in 


this war. I think it will continue to grow more 
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desperate and bloody for months if not for years 
to come. And, more than this, I do not look for 
help from-any foreign nation.”’ 

Many of the envelopes contained salt, or salt and 
pepper mixed. Salt at certian times and in some 
localities the Confederate soldiers were unable to 
secure for love @r money, and there were in the 
letters many references to this fact. 

Ann Harmon, in her letter to her son says she 
had to pay $, Confederate money, for a peck of 
salt and $9 a bushel for wheat. She complains: 
“There is no attention paid to the women here 
now. I have to cut and carry my own wood, and 
I think of you all the time.’ 

Mr. Tignen, above referred to, says he has two 
beeves which he kill if he ean get 
enough. He had twenty shoots, rather a Short al- 
lowance of meat for his family. Seed wheat was 
costing Mr. Tignen $% to $7 a bushel, and he was 
sowing only his best old land to it, the seed costing 
$100. He paid $8 for ‘‘one bunch of factory thread.”’ 

Anna Barnes sends her son two shirts, two pairs 
of drawers and two pairs of socks. She would sen] 
shoes if she had.the money to buy them. 
a return: “I want you to send me 
for I stand in great need of it to buy me 
for I am nearly out of meat and 
no money to buy it with. Tom sends Matt money 
by letters, and _ she gets all he sends to her. and 
you can send me nioney by letters as well as Tom.” 

A letter which {s funny and pathetic turns is 
Mrs. Jane Anderson's to her absent Jord: “I send 
and $10 by James Purden. I thought 
enough for you, Now, 
you need clothes let me Know it and I have them 
ready for you at any time. Factory thread is $ 
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a bunch and brass coat buttons $10 a dozen. Bowl- 
ing Green is sick. The doctor says he has influ- 
enza. Lam troubled right smart with a pain in my 
side. I got some blew pills from the doctor’’—and 
so the rambling tale runes on. 

Sue Pothill writes a brave, cheerful, wifely letter 
to Capt. T. N. Pothill, her husband in camp, and 
tells him: “I wish you could see Eddie. He is 
very interesting now. He will soon talk, I think. 
I tell him very often to say ‘paw,’ and he does, 
and a great many other things. I tell him to kiss 
me for paw and he always does it. I wisn yoy could 
see him. I know you would be proud of the dear 
little fellow.” 

Imogen Grace writes a similar letter to her hus- 
band, giving him little Ida’s message to “‘tiss pa” 
for her, and adding a practical word: “Honey, you 
must quit giving away vwour socks, for thread is 
very scarce and | haven't any wool,”’ 

There is a plaintive note in Ann Sickles’ letter, 
written from a eick-bed and saying: “deair hus- 
band, I hant much to frite, only I am geting beterr 
and I think I wold get well if you could get to come 
home, for the time seems long to me.” ‘5

To 
Him we should look at all times and submit to 
His will, knowing that what He does is ever best.’ 

Only in rare instances do the letters contain any 
letter alluding to the Yankees. One young lady, 
who advised Lieut. Jimmy Walker to burn her 
letters, wrote from Savannah that she could not 
realize that the ‘“‘miserable creatures’’ were so 
near. But even such mild abuse as this is infre- 
quent, 

Cicero Strong, writing from (Atlanta to his 
brother at Orange Court-House, Va., refers to @ 
not unusual military grievance: “Our town has 
been in one everlasting rush and excitement almost 
ever since you left—soldiers moving this way and 
that, sick soldiers pouring into the hospitals, con- 
valescents returning, officers on furlough loafing 
about our hotels and streets bespanglied with gold

DOLLAR WHEAT AGAIN AND THE 
MAREET HOLDS STRENGTH 
TO THE CLOSE. 


FEATURES OF LAST WEEK. 


= 


Foreign Shipments Are Increasing and 
the Acreage Next Year Will 
Be Much Larger. 


“Dollar wheat” and a strong market were 
features of the last week. Prices advanced 
rapidly, but actual conditions were littie 
more bullish than they were a week ago, 
and the advance was plainly the result of 
manipulation. The ‘‘clique’’ {n control of 
the situation have abandoned the conserva- 
ive tactics which they have been pursuing 
for some time, and have adopted a sensa- 
tional “‘make or break”’ policy. 

The burning of so much wheat at East 
St. Louis gave them the chance for which 
they have been waiting, and they immedli- 
ately took advantage of {t to “‘boost”’ prices. 
The Leiter crowd in Chicago bid up January 
wheat to $1.10, and the local longs were en- 
abled to boost May wheat in sympathy. 

Prices continued to advance as long as 
the bull clique were buyin but every at- 
tempt to take profits resulted in a sharp 
break. Aside from the scalping business 
trading was light, and there were few out- 
side orders. 

Cables showed more response to the ad- 
vance on th.s side than they have for some 
time, but the demand abroad is still re- 
ported light and stocks are not decreasing 
as rapidly as was expected. 

Argentine shipments are increasing rap- 
idly, and the shipments from fhat country 
for the past two weeks were nearly as 
much as the exports fom half of the 
previous year, while the estimates of the 
exportable surplus are being enlarged. 

A short time ago Broomhall sent out a 
Statement that the United Kingdom would 
require at least 4,000,000 bu of wheat weekly 
from the United States and Canada from 

1 to July 1, but within the past few 

he has reduced this estimate to 2, 

bu, and still continues to send out 
bullish predictions. Receipts of wheat at 
Liverpool have been extremely light and 
mostly from America. This with the crit- 
ical condition of affairs in the far East and 
the possibilities of a war between this 
country and Spain have helped to advance 
prices abroad. 

During the latter part of the week the 
market showed signs of a radical weak- 
ness in spite of the efforts of the bulls to 
maintain the advance. Export clearances 
of wheat and flour from the United Siates 
and Canada were heavier, but with May 
Wheat in St. Louis selling at above the New 
York prices there is little chance of local 
exporters doing any business, and they are 
unable to secure acceptances of offers. 

Crop conditions continue to be Well main- 
tained, and the present outlook both in 
Europe and America is for one of the larg- 
est crops on record, as the high prices re- 
sulted in an increased acreage nearly every- 
where, and the weather has been extremely 
favorable. 

The bulls are trying to make it appear 
that there is little wheat left in the coun- 
try, but the figures do not warrant this as- 
sertion. From July 1 to Jan. 24 the receipts 
of wheat at the principal winter and spring 
markets of this country were 170,954,000 
bushels, as compared with 130,799,000 bushels 
for the corresponding 30 weeks last year, 
an increase of 40,155,000 bushels, while the 
crop of 1897 is conceded to have been at 
least 100,000,000 bushels larger than that of 
18%, and as the flour trade has been re- 
markably slow it is fair to presume that 
the consumption of wheat has not been 
heavier than last year. 

teceipts in the Northwest continue heavy, 
In spite of the prediction that they would 
cease entirely after the first of the year, 
and it makes little difference whether the 
wheat is out of country elevators or out 
of farmer’s hands, as long ag it Is tn suffii- 
cient quantities to meet the milling and 
shipping requirements.

STOCKS AND BONDS RULED 
STRONG AND FIRM ALL 
OF LAST WEEK. 


NORTHERN PACIFIC PROFITS 


And the Absorbing of the Lake Shore 
by the New York Central Have 
Had a Decided Effect. 


Spectal to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Jan. 2.—To-day’s stock 
market was firm in the maim, and the trad- 
ing was upon a fair scale of activity for a 
Saturday. The London stock market &p- 
peared to be quite unaffected by the Sen- 
ate’s vote on the Teller resolution. The 
closing of traders’ contracts on both s:des 
of the account gave an appearance of ir- 
regularity to the market, but the under- 
tone was firm, and some stocks reached 
new high records of price. Lake Shore was 
the conspicuous feature in this 
on the prospective exchange of the stock 
into New York Central 3% per cent col- 
lateral trust bonds on the basis noted above. 
The strongest features of the general rail- 
way Lst were Union Pacific, Northern Pa- 
cific and Louisville & Nashv.lle. Purchases 
of the last named stock were based on the 
reported early announcement of a plan for 
the refund:ng of the bonded debt. New 
York Central and Pennsylvania were strong 
and the Granger shares advanced on active 
trading, with Northwestern in the lead. A 
fairly large business was dome in the In- 
dustrial division, with Sugar Refining and 
Peopke’s Gas the features. Foreign houses 
were not active in the day's trad.ng. The 
realizing of profits after the publication of 
the bank statement was very heavy, but 
nothing more than fractional recessions 
were ncted from the high levels of the day. 
The close was firm and active. The con- 
solidated banks’ surplus holdings are now 
$35,609,000, in excess of the legal require- 
ments. 

This has been a busy week in Wall 
Street, and with no important exceptions 
the stock market has shown marked im- 
provement. Business has been on an ex- 
tensive scale in both the stock and bond 
markets, and while manipulation has been 
active, an increase in outside interest in 
the speculation has unquestionably taken 
place. Interest in the market has been 
stimulated by the constantly growing ease 
of money. Since Monday afternoon the 
market has shown decided strength and has 
suffered no more than technical recessions, 
As some cause must always be feund to 
account for an effect, Friday's reaction was 
ascribed to the proceedings in the Senate 
on the Teller resolution, but without that 
influence the market might have acted just 
as it did. The promulgation of the refund- 
ing scheme of the Rock Island company 
and the immediate success‘ of the affair 
were important incidents of the week. To- 
gether with the publication of the Decem- 
ber traffic returns they have redirected 
speculative attention to the Granger shares, 
and no doubt the decided advance in wheat 
has been effective to the same end. Aside 
from the Vanderbilt shares, however, it has 
been the lower priced reorganized stocks 
in which speculative interest have been 
largest and best maintained, particularly in 
those stocKs which are, or which are likely 
to be, especially affected by the expected 
rush to the Klondike. 

Ono of the most remarkable statements 
of earning recently reported was that of 
the Northern Pacific Company for the six 
months ended Dec. 31, Scarcely any of the 
many reorganized corporations of the past 
few years have shown such recuperative 
power as the Northern Pacific, and with 
the limitless possibilities of the Klondike 
business just opening up it would seem 
that that property and ihe other Pacific 
roads are entering upon a period of great 
and prolonged prosperity. Having been re- 
organized on the basis of a lean period, 
their securities are naturally reflecting 
what seem to be the assured fat yearé6 
ahead. For the six months in question the 
Northern Pacific earned a sum $9,000 In ex- 
cess of the total fixed charges for the year. 
It is estimated that the Northern Pacific 
will show net earnings after fixed charges 
for the fiscal year of over $4,500,000. After 
the payment of three dividends of 1 per 
cent on the preferred etock, a balance equal 
to over 3 per cent on the common stock will 
remain. And this is a company which has 
been out of the hands of receivers only : 
little over a year, and whose securities 
three years ago had to be scaled and as- 
sessed. The directors will next week de- 
clare a dividend of 1 per cent on the pre- 
ferred stock. Ae the last dividend was paid 
only on Jan. 15, the announcement of an- 
other payment created some 6urprise. The 
action hlas been taken in order to adjust 
the periods of dividend payments. 

The acquisition of the Lake Shore & 
Michigan Southern Railway by the New 
York Central & Hudson River has been in- 
formally announced, and official state- 
ments to that effect may be expected at any 
time. The transaction is a notable one, 
and aside from its spectacular aspect it is 
the most important contribution that has 
been made to corporation history in a num- 
ber of years. The general details of the 
business have been already set forth. The 
chief point is the retirement of the entire 
capital stock of the Lake Shore company 
through exchange for New York Central 34, 
per cent collateral trust bonds on the basis 
of $20,000 in the bonds fer each 100 shares 
of Lake Shore stock. It is understood that 
the excess of net earnings made by the 
Lake Shore after providing for its fixed 
charges will be partly applicable to New 
York Central stock, and will in part hea 
applied to a sinking fund. Later on, it is 
believed, a further amalgamation of the 
Vanderbilt lines will be arranged. Of equal 
and perhaps greater importance and the 
financial details outlined is the change to 
the management and operation of 
Ne York Central, which will 
be announced tn a short time. It

THE CAPTAIN LAST TO LEAVE. 


Two Steamers, the Alki and Eldor, 
Picked Up the Passengers, Tak- 
ing Some Northward and 
Others Back to Seattle. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., Jan. 29.—Further 
particulars have been received of the wreck 
of the Pacific Coast Steamship Co.'s steam- 
/er Corona on a reef at the southern point 
of Lewis Island, 480 miles north of Victoria, 
British Columbia, and opposite the mouth 
of the Skeena River, on Sunday, Jan. 23. 

The Corona sailed from Seattle with 27 
passengers for Juneau, Dyea and Skaguay 
on Thursday, Jan. 2. She carried a cargo 
of 700 tons, together with 10 horses and 38 
dogs. This was to have been her final 
Alaskan trip, as she was to return to the 
San Francisco and San Diego run and be 
replaced by the Queen. At 5:05 o’clock on 
Sunday morning, when 480 miles from Vic- 
tor.a, in what is known as Arthur Passage, 
the steamer suddenly crashed upon the reef. 
The first shock was followed by several 
lesser ones as the vessel’s headway ground 
her further upon the rocks. Most of the 
passengers were up awaiting the breakfast 
call, but a scene of indescribable confusion 
followed the rocking of the ship when her 
engines were reversed in an effort to get 
her off the rocks. When she finally set- 
tled down the officers and crew succeeded 
in calming the panic-stricken passengers, 
and Capt. Pierce at once ordered the boats 
lowered and the pumps to be worked. 

As soon as it was ascertained that the 
vessel was taking in water, Capt. Pierce or- 
dered the women and children. into the 
boats and at 7:35 a. m., the first boat, in 
charge of Second Officer Marshall, put off 
for the nearest land, Lewis Island. Seven 
boats were manned and the passengers were 
all landed on two trips without accident. 
The hand baggage and that in the forward 
hold was then transferred and the dogs and 
horses saved. Mattresses and blankets 
from the cabin staterooms were also landed 
for the accommodation of the shipwrecked 
passengers. At 9 o’clock the Corona had 
settled so far that the fires under the main 
boilers were extinguished. An hour later 
Capt. Pierce ordered Purser Ballantine to 
take the mail ashore and at 11:45 the Cap- 
tain ordered the rest of the crew ashore 
and followed himgelf. 

Twenty minutes later the steamer sank, 

stern foremost, with her bow hanging to the 
rock upon which she struck. About 2:30 
p. m. the tug Golden Gate, with a barge 
in tow, passed and answered the signal of 
distress, but the sea being too heavy to 
admit of her parting from her tow, she 
proceeded and returned next morning, when 
Capt. Pierce dispatched her to Mary Island 
with the news of the wreck. 
A severe storm which struck the camp 
added to the sufferings of the hapless 
passengers .huddled upon Lewis island, 
which continued until] Wednesday morning. 
On Wednesday night at 8:05 the steamer 
Danube was sighted and answered the sig- 
nal fired from the point, and Capt. Pierce 
boarded her in a canoe manned by Siwashes 
from an adjacent island. Upon her return 
he convéyed the glad news that the steam- 
ers Alki and Fldor were close behind the 
Danube and would relieve them, the Dan- 
ube proceeding upon her way south with the 
news of the disaster. It was supposed that 
one of the two vessels would turn back to 
Fort Wrangel with such passengers as de- 
sired to proceed north, while the other 
would bring the remainder to Seattle. 

Seventy first-class and 70 second-class 
tickets were sold in Seattle. She left Se- 
attle without room for more passengers.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 29.—The de- 
termination was reached by leaders in the 
House of Representatives to-day that the 
Teller resolution for the payment of bonds 
in silver, passed by the Senate last night, 
should be disposed of by the House on Mon- 
day, in order that the attitude of that 
branch of Congress might be placed before 
the country immediately. This conclusion 
was reached after numerous conferences 
between Speaker Reed, Chairman Dingley 
of the Ways and Means Committee, Messrs. 
Dalsell and Henderson of the Rules Com. 
mittee and other influential members of the 
House. Late in the day the resolution, 
which had come over from the Senate, was 
referred by the Speaker to the Ways and 
Means Committee, and Chairman Dingley 
at once gave notice of a special meeting of 
the committee at 10:30 Monday morning. 
At the same time he notified Democratic 
members of the committee what his genera] 
purpose was, substantially as follows: 

The bill will be considered by the com- 
mittee Monday and an adverse report made 
on it. No amendment or change in the 
phraseology will be made, but the adverse 
report will be on the resolution as it stands. 
This will be submitted to the House when 
it convenes on Monday, and plans made 
to disposé of the matter before the day's 
session closes. As to the procedure on the 
floor, Mr. Dingley made no prediction, be- 
yond say'ng that it was proposed to dis- 
pose of the subject on 'Monday.- This will 
doubtless require a special rule as to the 
debate. 

A basis for such a rule was presented to- 
day by Mr. Dalzell in the form of a resolu- 
tion providing that the resolution be con- 
sidered immediately after the report of the 
Ways and Means Committee. The commit- 
tee will probably be ready to report by 12 
o'clock, so that under the Dalzell 
resqglution the debate . would begin 
shortly after noon. It is probable that be- 
fore the House assembles the Dalzell reso- 
lution will be so shaped as to fix the hours 


of debate and set a time for a vote. 

The determination to bring the subject to 
an immediate issue gave general satisfac- 
tion ameng the majority of members.

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CREW OF A BRITISH STEAMER 
HAD A FEARFUL EXPERI- 
ENCE ON THE ATLANTIC. 


WERE EVENTUALLY RESCUED. 


When Almost Exhausted and Their 
Ship About to Sink a German 
Steamer Took Them Aboard. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Jan. 29.—After a fearful 
experience with the angry ocean, after 
weary days and sleepless nights passed tn 
battling against what seemed certain 
death, the twenty-three sailors of the 
wrecked Dago, a_ British tramp steamer, 
reached this port to-day on the North- 
German Lloyd steamer Aller. 

“The first day after we left Leith for 
Baltimore, which was on the Jast day of 
last year,” said one of the sallors, ‘“‘we 
struck a storm which didn’t do us any good. 
On the eighth day out the main steam pipe 
began to come apart at the joints, The 
Dago fought for four days more. Then the 


bulkhead of the coal pocket on the port side 
gave way. She was on her beams end and 
Sprang a leak. The pumps gave out and 
the water in the hold increased. It entered 
the fireroom, and the iron pilates of the 
Stokehole burst upward under the stokers’ 
feet. The firemen could not stand the 
Strain of feeding the furnace alone and the 
seamen were obliged to go below and take 
their shifts with the rest. With the water 
to our hips we shoveled the coal. 

‘The fire room was a choking heat, filled 
with steam. You couldn’t see an arm's 
length before your eyes. It was necessary 
to rig life-lines in the fire room to find one’s 
way down, out and about the hole. The 
captain was making for Sable Island. 

“It was on Jan. 22 that we sighted the 
Manitoba from London for New York. Her 
captain offered to take us off, but refused 
to take the steamer in tow. 

““Which will you do, boys” said the 
captain. ‘Quit her or stand by?’ 

“We all said that we would stand by, 
and the Manitoba steamed off. There was 
a good prospect of making a port, demoral- 
ized as we were, weather favoring, and we 
laid the Dago’s course for Halifax. We got 
to a point 3800 miles from that port, when 
a terrific storm came along -and drove us 
back out in the Atlantic. The pumps had 
been repaired and pumping went on day 
and night. 

“On tha morning of Jan. 27 the ship could 
not have lasted another eight hours. I 
Sighted a rte. pe A light through the tem- 
pest. To us It meant life. The Captain 
touched off rockets and the steamer, which 
was the Aller from Bremen, answered our 
Signals. She soon stood -by, half a mile 
away. We tried to lower a boat, but it was 
dashed to bits and the three men in it 
scrambled back on board. After an inter- 
val, that seemed like an e'‘ernity to us, a 
life boat was lowered from the other steam- 
er. it Was very touchy work handling the 
boat. The tempest was roaring and the 
waves rose, as it seemed, eighty feet and 
dropped correspondingly. As the life boat, 
manned by an Officer and eight seamen, 
pulled round ‘o the leeward of our sinking 
ship, her commander informed us that they 
would save every Man of us. 

“As the last man was hauled aboard the 
Aller her pessengers gave three cheers for 
the gallant German sailors who had risked 
their lives to save ours. It was afternoon
